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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -32 were presented for examination and are rejected. 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Willie the Examiner is unaware of any abbreviated forms of "adapted to" in the 
MPEP (beyond a mention under claim interpretation § 211 1.04 [R-3]), the applicant has 
clarified the meaning of the claims on the record, and accordingly the claim objections 
are withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/9/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
deemed not persuasive. 

3. In the remarks, applicant argued in substance that: 

(A) Prior art of combination of Janoska and Leung was improper, as there is no 
motivation to combine the two references. 

As to point (A), Leung teaches a buffer that modifies and strips VLAN tags In a 
network communication system (Leung, column 1, lines 59-68), similar to Janoska's 
queue based buffering of network output (Janoska, column 2, lines 28-41). 

In response to applicant's argument that Janoska is nonanalogous art, it has 
been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, 
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if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant 
was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed 
invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

In this case, both teachings fall under the general class/subclass 370/351 that 
includes Pathfinding or Routing techniques. It is reasonable to combine routing 
techniques where Leung teaches a technique to process headers of data packets while 
Janoska teaches a method to queue those data packets. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

4. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as applied to claims 1-32 are unchanged 
and are recited in a previous FINAL office action mailed 9/26/2005.
